Thus far a dozen cities in the 
and Western States have 
been given more or less definite 
position on the list of places where 
important addresses are to be de- 
livered. Named in the order in 
which the President expecis to 
visit them, they are: ’ 

St. Louis, Kansas City, Denver, 
Salt Lake City, Los Angeles. San 
Francisco, Seattie, Portiand, 
Helena, Minneapolis, Chicagu and 
Detroit. 

Others may be added later when 
it becomes possible to select exact 
dates and make up precise sched- 
ules of travel. Originally Mr. 
Harding had planned to deliver tn 
the neighborhood of twenty 
speeches and he still believes he 
could carry out that program with- 
out overtaxing his physical 
strength. Some of his advisers 
have urged that he confine him- 
self to a lesser number, however, 
particularly in view of the fact that 
he expects to extend the trip to 
Alaska for an inspection of the 
detailed problems of adminiéstra- 
‘tion there.

PLEA MADE FOR 


English Labor Party Asks 


WOMEN’S VOTE 


Feminine Support 
Last Election Shows Them 
Enigma at Polls 


Great Body Not Yet Active 
in Political Field

NDON, April 18.—0Of ali the 
changes worked by the war in En- 
giand, none has been more far- 
reaching than the change in the’ 
position of women. Without chang- 
ing woman herself, the war has 
profoundly altered her attitude to- 
ward public affairs, and the Labor 
party has been quick to recognize 
this and to make the most of it. 
The granting of suffrage to En- 
glish women as a war measure, and 
then the opening to them of posi- 
tions hitherto monopolized by men, 
have caused a complete change in 
man’s conception of woman and 
the part she is to play in everyday 
life. To all the newly enfranchised, 
hitherto unaccustomed to particl- 
pating in litics, the Labor party 
has made ite appeal, attempting to 
show that it is the party made up 
of the workers of the country 
which will best understand the 
women's problems, meet their 
needs and merit their support. 


PREDICTIONS IMPOSSIBLE 


It is too early yet to say with 
what party women, as such, will 
cast their lot. The election last 
November demonstrated in En- 
gland as ¢ffectively as it did in: 
America that women did not vote 
for women for sex reasons. But to 
date, so far as the great feminine 
popuilstion of England is con- 
cerned. their discussions of poli- 
tics have been confined to their 
own doorsteps or to the long wait- 
ing queues outside the shops, where 


the talk naturally aie to the po- 
litical event of the times. 

r. Marion Phillips, in charge 
of the Labor party's missionary 
work, emphasized to your corre- 
spondent that the whole effort has 
‘been to demonstrate that the La- 
bor party could best conserve the 
interests of both men and women. 
The whole effort has been to avoid 
anything like feminism, but the ap- 
peal has been to men and women 
together upon terms of exact equal- 
ity. There has not yet appeared 
in English politics any movement 
like the League of Women Voters 
in the United States, with its dis- 
tinct appeal to women to vote for 
women on sex grounds. 


INTERESTS ARE ALIKE 
“While a distinction may well be 
drawn between men's and women's 
questions,” said Dr. Phillips, “it 
may easily be pressed too far, Es- 
sentially the interests of men and 


women are one and indivisible. But 
there are certain matters in which 
the experience of women is far 
wider and closer than that of men 
can ever be: those matters, for in- 
stance, which most intimately con- 
cern home life; the young, care of 
the sick and weakly, and planning 
of the dwelling itself, are especial- 
ly women's questions, not because 
their right solution does not close- 
ly affect the weli-being of men as 
well as women, but because it is 
only by women turning their own 
experience into the common knowl- 
edge that the right solutions can 
be found. 

“Men and women together must 
find methods by which society can 
be reconstructed. But there are 
many problems which men cannot 
solve alone, and the lTIabor party 
has always realized the need of 
Spat help and sought to gain 

The war really went further in 
the “liberation” of women in En- 
giand than it did in the United 
States, for it gave them the vote. 
Although the women of America 
did not receive Federal enfran- 
chisement until 1920, with regard 
to other rights and privileges they 
were at least two generations 
ahead of their English sisters. 

Nearly 9,000,000 women were en- 
titled to vote in the elections last 
November; thirty-three stood for 
the House of Commons, of whom 
only two were elected. No one 
knows how many women voted, but 
the umption seems reasonable 
that they did not feel constrained 
to support their own sex. Other- 
wise, as Sir Hall Caine observes, 
the election which was “to 
woman's soul revealed nothing.”

IRISH REBEL 
LEADERS IN 
CAVE TRAP 


Free State Forces Bomb 
Retreat; De Valera May 
Be Hiding There 

(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

DUBLIN, April 18.—The last of 
the Irish rebel leaders, probably 
including Eamonn De’ Valera, are 
making their last stand against 
Free State troops under Gen. 
Prouty in a cave on the north 
coast of County Kerry. The retreat 
ie nearly 100 feet below the top of 
a cliff which arises perpendicu- 
larly from the shore of the historic 
River Shannon. 

Despite the dificult approach to 
the rebel rendezvous, over a nar- 
row path along the face of the 
cliff, three Free State soldiers suc- 
ceeded in descending and penetrat- 
ing the cave. The rebels opened 
fire, wounding two of the besiegers. 

Since then the Free Staters have 
waged a two-day machine-gun at- 
tack, exploded mines, which were 


lowered to the mouth of the cave; 


by ropes, and have burned hay in 
the mouth of the cave in an effort 
to emoke out the rebel garrison. 

The capture of Dan Breen, who 
was taken Tuesday, leaves De Va- 
lera as practically the only rebel 
chief still at liberty.

Heavy Buying Sends Prices 
to High Mark 


[ny A. BF. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—-The 
Department of Justice investiga- 
tion of the sugar-price advance, 
inaugurated several weeks ago, 
reached the point today where of- 
ficlals were able to prumise a siate- 
meni of results within twenty-four 
hours. 

The progress of the depariment’s 
inquiry has beea communicated 
from the start to Atty.-Gen. 
| Daughery, who is recuperating at 
Asheville, N. C., from his recent 
iliness, Mr. Seymour said, and it 
was learned that the President dis- 
cussed the matter with Mr, Daugh- 
erty today by telephone. 

The fact that the acting Attor- 
ney-General had found it neces- 
sary to present a report today sup- 
plemental to that laid before the 
Cabinet yesterday was generally 
construed as indicating additional 
developments in the inquiry. 

Mr. Seymour declined, however, 
to discuss this phase of the mat- 
ter, meeting all inquiries with the 
assertion that he would withhold 
hig statement until tomorrow. 


SENATOR INVESTIGATES 

The President received informa- 
tion on the sugar situation also 
during the day m Senator 
Wadeworth, Republican, New 
York, who has just returned from 
@ trip to Cuba, Jamaica and Pan- 
ama 


The controversy over respons!- 
bility and the justification of the 
sugar increase in prices, which 
broke in the Senate shortly before 


Senator Wadeworth to make a 
study of the matter while in Cuba, 
with the result. he told the Presi- 
dent, that he was convinced there 
actually had been a decrease in 
production in Cuba, the chief 
source of the American sugar sup- 


ply. 

Senator Wadsworth took issue 
with those who have contended 
that the Cuban planters voluntarily 
d their acreage, pointing 
out that sugar cane is a crop which 
in Cuba is put out not annually, 
but only every six to ten years, and 
consequently there can be no ap- 
preciable change in acreage in a 
single crop year. He attributed 
the lessened production, which he 
said he had ‘been informed would 
amount to about 20 per cent, to 
negiect of the growing crop by 
the planters because of the low 
prices they had obtained for the 
previous crop, and to drought. 

The Tariff Commission continued 
ts study of the situation today, en- 
deavoring to complete its prelimi- 
nary report to the President as to 
the responsibility of the new tariff 
rates for the advance in prices. 


MARKET CLOSES STRONG 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Heavy 
purchases of raw sugars by big re- 
Gning interests today caused an ad- 
vance in prices of all classes of su- 
gar to the highest levels. since 
1920. The demand of housewives 
throughout the country for granu- 
lated and other refined sugars 
forced the refiners into the mar- 
ket, it’ was reported, around the 
s r exchange. 

© price of raw sugar advanced 
twice during the day's trading, the 
last saie of Cuban raw being at 
6 1-4 cents. The refiners at the 
same time advanced their wholesale 
prices for fine granulated to 9.60 
fents a pound, the highest price 
in nearly three. years. 

Brokers extimated the refiners’ 
purchases today at about 500,000 
bags fc: prompt and future deliv- 
ery, with the price ranging from 
6 1-8 to 6 1-4 cents for Cuban su- 
gars. Sales of Porto Rican and 
Philippine sugars were also re- 
ported. 


ENGLAND NEEDS PRODUCT 

A large buying movement from 
England reported in the past few 
days was caused, it was said, by 
the faflure of the British govern- 
ment to make any change in the 
duty rate. 

Senator Wadsworth of New 
York, in a discussion of the situa- 
tion in Washington today, said he 
believed the Cuban production 
might not be more than 3,500,000 
tons, said to be the lowest estimate 
made A reduction of 
the Himély estimate of 4,102,000 
tons for Cuban production was re- 
ported as likely to be made at 
any time.

NEW YORK, April 18.—More 
interest in California prunes was 
shown in the loc®l trade today fol- 
lowing receipt of numerous 
ports of crop damage from the 
Coast.

No price advances 
have been reported but buyers are 
stiffening in their ideas as to 
price and should present unsettied 
feeling result in a buying move- 
ment a slightly firmer market all 
around is anticipated. 

Oregon packers were reported to 
be out buying options in prunes 
held by the growers and the emall- 
er packers. The Northwestern 
market has firmed up a trifle and 
while most packers are withdrawn 
it is believed that sellers’ ideas are 
around 4 1-4 cents bulk basis 
steamer for 60s, 

Comparatively little export in- 
quiry for prunes is reported. This 
is attributed mainly to the fact 
that several of the California pack- 
ers are carrying consigned stock at 
Liverpool, this naturally reacting 
against the placing of any business 
for shipment from this country.

SEATTLE NOW IS FLAGSHIP 


|Four Starred Flag of Fleet's Commander-in-Chief 
Displayed; Long Cruise to be Started — 


The old cruiser Seattle yesterday became the most important craft 
in the United States Navy, as the four-starred flag of Admiral Hilary 
P. Jones, commander-in-chief of the entire United States fleet, was 
transferred to her. Tomorrow, as the United States ficet flagship, the 
Seattle sails for San Diego in the. beginning of an inspection cruise that 
will carry Admiral Jones the length of the Pacific Coast, out to Hawaii 


and then to Hampton Roads. 

There he will relinquish his com- 
mand of the fleet to Admiral Rob- 
ert E. Coontz, Admiral Jones leav- 
ing sea duty to become head of the 
general Hoard at Washington, D. C. 

The superdreadnaught Pennsyl- 
vania has been United States fleet 
flagship since the arrival here of 
Admiral Jones last week, and 
promptiy at 10 a.m. the scariet 
“meal pennant” was run up at her 
maintruck under the four-starred 
flag of Admiral Jones—-to notify 
the assembled fleet that its chief 
was leaving his old flagship. 

FAREWELL SALUTE 

A farewell salute of seventeen 
guns from the Pennsylvania was 
accorded Admiral Jones as his 
barge shoved off. Three minutes 
later, at the first note of “Ruffles” 
from the Seattle's band, the ad- 
miral stepped aboard his new flag- 
ship, and his flag was broken out 
at her truck. His new marine 
gtard, drawn up at attention on 
the quarterdeck, was presented to 
the commander-in-chieg, ead the 
ceremony was over. 


The Seattle begins a new chap- 
sa of active service after seventeen 
ears. 


IN WORLD WAR

Cox Knows Nothing of Speed, 
Believes Noted Astronomer

SANTA ANA, April 18.—When it 
comes to judging speed, Justice 
John B., Cox, loeal terror ‘to auto- 
mobile speeders, is a piker.

“As. a result of that cruise the 
United States government benefited 
to an extent ten times as great as 
the cost of the cruise. We were 
able to point out weaknesses in 
the défense of the Panama Canal. 
our southern defense limit. These 
mistakes are now being rectified 
and within a short time the cana! 
will be able to stand as a block 
in the path of enemies. in case 
it should be called on to serve as 
such. 
“When the war ended we had 
one of the finest navies afloat. 
Then came the Arms or Disarma- 
ment Conference, which took into 
consideration the dreadnanghts, or 
heavy battleships, only. That left 
the nations the world free to in- 
crease their battle cruisers, their 
aireraft and submarines. <A na- 
tion with the largest submarine 
fleet, or with the largest fleet of 
cruisers, or which excele in any 
sort of fighting craft not under 
limitation, could dominate the sea 
in case of war. The Arms Con- 
ference took the domination of 
the sea from dreadnaughts and left 
it to go wherever the most ambi- 
tious nation might seek to put it. 

“There are now cighty-six de.- 
stroyers tied up at San Diego and 
a Wke number on the Atlantic 
Coast. They are deteriorating and 
it is only a matter of time before 
they will be of no ‘use. Some 
means must be taken to have Con- 
gress appropriate more money that 
larger forces may be had. 

MUST HOLD POSITION 

“America, as a leader of nationa, 
must maintain ite position on the 
sea, and this can only be done by 
having an alert Navy. If Congress 
cannot be shown the need of great - 
er appropriation. then the Elke 
and other patriotic organizations 
should take upon themselves the 
duty of encouraging young men 
to enter the naval reserve. Every 
young man should have a naval or 
military training. It makes him 
a better citizen.’
